It was: announced last night at Hie

net's of Peary's claim that he reached 
the pole on April 0 last is taken' to 
mean that there is no .difference .of 
opinion among the. three experts . who 
are delving Into his Arctic,data, and 
that they are convinced of his honesty. 
Peary was the suest of Admiral Ches- 
ter at the latter's home last night, but 
he-declined positively to discuss in any 
way tho testimony lie gave before the 
committee: It was 
evident, however, 


from his manner that the explorer was 
completely satisfied in Ills mind what 


the verdict of the investigation would 


Commander Peary' reached Washing- 


ton yesterday, a,nd. he was immedi- 
ately whisked off' in ah automobile to 
Admiral Chester's' home befre his . a - 
mlrei's or friends could question hlm.

Tittmann of the coast and geodetic sui 
vey, and Henry Gannett, chairman of 
the United States .Geographical board. 


The members of the sub-commltttA 


are regarded by the society as the brst 
fitted scientists in fhe United States to 
pass upon the documents .presented by 
Peary. After, a close study of the doc- 
uments had been made the explorer 
was- asked to appear here before the 
committee and augment some of the 
information contained in his data. 


The explorer left last night for New 


Vorit, where lie will spend today in 
consultation with the officers of the 
Peary Arctic club. He will then pro- 
ceed'to his home in Maine.

one of the most formidable "obstacles 
in tho way of improving the depart- 
ment son-ice by tho creation of a re- 
tired list, say officials qualified to ex- 
press an opinion. 


One of the heads of a great bureau

''•;..- H'the voters all through this country would align themselves under the 


:• banner of ono or other of the two groat political parties and stop the harnra 


scamm distribution into a lot of insignificant parties that can never make 
any impression, then they could have things as they please in this country. 


* That things are very much different is due to the fact that the voters do not 
do their duty in tho exercise of the franchise. 


The votes wasted upon the variety of insignificant nondescript parties 


would go far to turn the tide for either party in any of the national elec- 
tions. But a small aggregation of votsrs decide to vole for a principle, and 
although they might keep on voting in tho same way tot eternity they can 
never accomplish what they want. If they entered ono of the great parties, 
however, and used their influence from within to load the party to adopt 
their ideas, they might accomplish something which is always better than 
nothing. 


In this country the people are sovereign, each voter exorcising his share 


of tho sovereignty: When a number of voters arc so segregated that their 
votes do not count in the decision of the important contests then they have 
no effect and the voters for all practical purposes might as well have been 
disfranchised. But the men who throw away thoir votes on sentiment can 
riever bo convinced of this fact. 
They imagine that the party that gets a 


mere handful of votes today by some sudden or even a gradual change may 
bo tho dominant party tomorrow, and so they continue to vote year after 
year without result, and so they may continue to vote for generations with- 
out the hope of results. After nil, is it not foolish to throw away enough 
votes to constitute the balance of power in many contests between the two 


dominant parties?

opportunity to use his talents or his ability? 


Judging from appearances, somo men spend thoir lives in this idle 


occupation. 
Thoy always want a position for which they are not qualified 


one that will command a good salary nnd have but little work. What these 
people really want is a good salary without doing any work. 
This they 


believe can be had by n little influence. 


This typo of man will die disappointed. He goes about decrying the 


men -who "have tho pull" because they have not placed him while other men 
younger, and in his opinion less deserving, are 
advanoed 
to 
luorntivo 


positions. The fact is, that those men nro common loafers. They do not 
want to work nnd they blnmo other men for thoir idleness. 


The man who wants a position of any kind must first show some quali- 


fication or aptitude for what ho soaks; he must not be afraid of work; ho 
must wait till he cnrns his wages before he can draw upon tho counting 


room. 


What these men' need is self-rolinnoo. 
Thoy must realize that mosl 


men have enough to do for themselves without trying to drive a lot of square 
pegs into round holes when there is nn abundant supply of pegs made to fil 
without any trouble. Tho man who relies upon his own ability and his own 
talents need not depend upon anybody for help. It is utterly foolish also to

The flre started on the third floor hi a 
machine shop It is supposed and then 
ipread to the rooms of the Lundln Elec- 
tric company, which occupies part of 
the second floor. On the third floor 
are also the rooms of the Brlggs Piano 
company, and this company sustained 
considerable damage to Its stock.

WHERE VOTES ARE THROWN AWAY. 


If the voters all through this country would align themselves under the 


banner of one or other of the two great political parties and stop the harum 
Searum distribution into n lot of insignificant parties that can never make 
any impression, then they could have thijigs as they please in this country. 
That things are very much different is due to the faet that the voters do not 
do their- duty in the exercise of the franchise. 


The votes waited upon tho variety of insignificant nondescript parlies 


would go far to turn tjjo tide for cither party'in any of the national elec- 
tions. But a small aggregation <if voters decide to vote for a principle, and 
although ilicy might keep on voting in tho sniue way for clornify they can 
never accomplish what (hoy want. If they entered one of the great parties, 
however; and used their influence from within to lead the party to adopt 
thoir ideas, they might nccouiplink something which is always better than 
-nothing. 


In this country tho people arc sovereign, each voter exorcising his share 


of the .sovereignty. When a number of voters arc so segregated'that thoir 
X'otes do not count in the decision of the important, contests then they have 
no effect and the voters for till practical purposes might UK well have been 
disfranchised. Bur tho men who throw away their voles on sentiment can 
never bo convinced of this fact. They imagine that tho party that gets a 
.mere handful of votes today by some sudden or even a gradual change may 
be tho dominant parly tomorrow, mid so (hoy continue to vote year after 
year without result, and HO they may continue to vote for gciieiviions with- 
out tho hope of resnlls. After all, is it not foolish to throw away enough

Butcher Cut Off Heails

POTTSVTLLE,"Pav, Novr2.—-One of the:worst tragedies that has ever 


shocked this county occurred" at Pine Grove when Daniel'Schoke, a "butcher 
of .that.place, cut off the heads of his.wife and twelve-year-old daughter 
nnd then committed suicide by shooting himself. The ghastly discovery 
was made, today when neighbors .who became suspieipus that something was 
wrong-when there was no signs of life about the house broke open the front 
door. They found Schoke lying on tlie first floor and the bodies of the wife 


•< and little girl in a bed on the second/floor. 


••The'daughter's head was entirely, severed and had rolled away from 


the body but his wife's head hung simply by the vertebrae. A largo butcher 
knife on the floor showed how the murders.had been committed. Schoke 
had covered the bodies with the bedclothing and after writing a note telling 
of what he had done went down stairs and shot himself in the head. Death 
in his case was instantaneous. Schoke was 57 years old. He was of a 
rather peculiar and unsteady disposition and several times failed in busi- 
ness but his relatives came to his assistance. It is believed that ho worried 
himself'insanc. Last evening he took his lodge books to a home of a relative 
along with other possessions, indicating that, he premeditated the crime.

TEN CENT RflTE 


For Registered Letters 


Took Effect Nov. 1 


With the opening of business yester- 


day morning the new regulations re- 
garding the fees to be charged for reg- 
istering of mail at the Ixnvell postofflce 
and it's branch offices and sub-stations, 
went into effect. Previous to yesterday 
the charge for registering a letter or 
parcel has been eight cents in addition 
to the regular postage. Under tho new 
order of things the fee will bo 10 cents 
in addition to 
the 
regular postage. 


This is an increase of two cents on 
each article. 


For several years it has been noticed 


that the registry departments of the 
postofflce 
have 
shown a deficit. 
So 


great has been the difference, between 
the receipts and expenses of the de- 
partment that a short time ago Post- 
master General Hitchcock appointed a 
committee to Investigate the mailer 
and,see what could be done, to better 
conditions. 


This 
committee 
on 
Investigation 


found that tho registry of mail was 
really worth more to tho people than 
the government was. charging for the 
service and recommended that the 
rates be raised two cents on each ploco 
of matter registered. 


This recommendation was adopted 
by the postmaster general and an order 
to raise tho rate Nov. 1 sent to all of- 
fices.

WHERE VOTES ARE THROWN AWAY. 


If the voters all through this country would align themselves under the 


banner of one or other of tho two great political parties and stop the harum 
soarum distribution into a lot of insignificant parties that oan never make 
any impression, then they could have things as they please in this country. 
That things are very mnoh different is duo to tho fnct that tho voters do not 
do their duty in tho exercise of the franchise. 


The votes wasted upon tho variety of insignificant nondescript parties 


would go far to turn the tide for either party in any of tho national elec- 
tions. But a small aggregation of voters dooido to vote for a principle, and 
although they might keep on voting in tha fmme way for eternity they can 
never accomplish what llir.y want. Tf they entered one of tho great parties, 
however, and used their influence from witliin to lead tho party to adopt 
their ideas, they might nooomplifili something wliioh is always bettor than 
nothing. 


In this country tho peoplo arc sovereign, ouch voter exorcising his share 


of. the sovereignty. When a number of voters are BO segregated that their 
votes do not count in tho decision of tho important contests then thoy have 
no effect'and tho voters for all practical purposes might as well have boen 
disfranchised. But tho men who throw away their votes on sentiment oan 
never be convinced of this fnct. 
Thoy imagine that the party that gets a 


mere handful of;votos today by some sudden or oven a gradual change may 
bo the dominant party tomorrow, and so thoy continue to volo year after 
year without result, and so thoy may continue to vote for generations with- 
out tho hope of results. After all, is it not foolish to throw away enough 
votes to constitute tho balance of power in many contests between the two 
dominant parties? 


WHERE SELF-RELIANCE

NEEDED. 


There is a class of men to bo found in every city complaining and 


^dissatisfied because somebody does not boost them into fat 
positions, 


political or otherwise. These men apparently believe that nobody ever got 


Position except through influence and that (lie only thing needed to secure 


weaUh and honor is nil influential man to give you a 
boost. 
What 
a 


delusion! 


IlW long can men go about in a practical world like this filled with 


such anXerroncous opinion us to how an honest, capable man can secure an 
opportunity to use his talents or his ability? 


Judging from iippenrnnoeK, same men spend their lives in this idle 


occupation. They always want n position for which they are not qualified, 
one that will command a good salary and have but little work. What these 
people really want is a good salary without doing any work. 
This they 


believe can be had by a little influence. 


This typo of man will die disappointed. Ho goes about decrying tho 


men who "have tho pull" because they have not placed him while other men 
younger, and in his opinion less deserving, are 
advanced 
to lucrative 


positions. Tho fact is, that tbeso mim nro common loafers. They do not 
want to work and thuy blamo other men for their idleness. 


Tho man who wants a position of any kind must flrst (show some quali- 


fication or aptitude for what ho seeks; ho must not bo afraid of work; ho 
must wait till ho rams his wages before ho can draw upon tho counting 
room. 


What these men need is self-reliance. 
They must realize that most 


men have enough to do for themselves without trying to drive a lot of square 
pegs into round holes when there is an abundant supply of pegs made to fit 
without any trouble. The man who rolics upon his own ability and hia own 
talents need not depend upon anybody for help. It is utiorly foolish also to 
suppose that any man can hold a position for which ho has little or no 
qualification. 


This particular class of men socms to be related to 
tho man 
who 


believes that tho city owes him n living and who goes about idle waiting for 
something to turn up. If he fails to find n position, he thinks ho is imposed 
upon, and if ho secures one ho sets out at once to see that he docs as little 
as possible for the amount of wages ho draws every week. 


Tho city government and tho community at largo will always have a 


number of these shiftless and indolent people to deal with, and thn best 
way to treat them is to force them to go to work and earn a living. As n 
rule they aro all able-bodied men nnd mnnnge somehow to live well oven 
without work. 


It is high time that every mnn loarnod the po^pol of work and that it 


was applied so generally that it would drive out tho gospel of graft. There 
is always work for those who oan do it and who will do it honoslly. Tho 
man who has had dnch a hatred of work thn I ho IIIIK no manual dexterity 
for anything nnd tho man who will not work when he can aro two drones 
thnl xhould bu loft lo (hoir own resources nnlil tlm funnel1 learns how, nnd

usual proceeding of an arraignment for 
sentence at the bar 
of the supreme 


court of'the United States will be \vit- 
.nessed two weeks from yesterday, in 
accordance

announcement 


made yesterday in the cases of Joseph 
H. Shipp of Chattanooga, Tenri.,. and 
five codefendants, charged with 
con- 


tempt. 
• 


The court yesterday denied motions 


for a rehearing of the cases. 


Tho cases originated in the qourts 


deciding In March, 1906; to consider 
the appeal.of a negro named Ed John- 
son from a verdict of the 
Tennessee 


courts, holding him guilty and 
sen- 


tencing him to be hanged, on a charge 


of criminal assault. 


The night after, the determination of 


the supreme court to review the pro- 
ceedings in the case was telegraphed to 
Chattanooga, whera Johnson was con- 
fined In jail, a 
number of 
persons 


stormed the jail and took him out and 
lynched him. 


The attorney general Instituted pro- 


ceedings against Shipp, who was tho 
sheriff, and' the jailer and 25 others, 
supposed to have been implicated in 
the lynching, charging, them with con- 
tempt of the supreme court. Only six 
were found.guilty. These wore Sheriff 
Shipp, his. deputy, Jeremiah 
Gibson, 


who was the jailer, Luther. W;illiams, 
Nick Nolan,. Henry' Padgett and Wil- 
liam Mayes residents of Chattanooga. 


The finding of the 
court was^an- 


nounced in May, but all the defendants 
entered motions.for a rehearing, .which 
had the effect of postponing action un- 
til the present term. The court yester- 
day1,, through Chief. Justice Fuller, an- 
nounced the denial of the motions. .. 


The chief justice announced at 
the 


same time the decision .to have, the de-. 
fondants appear on Nov. 16 to receive 
sentence. 


The court has the option of 
either 


fining or imprisoning the men or in- 
flicting both penalties, and no intima- 
tion has been given as to what course 
may be pursued.
